I. Progran to Date 


One phase of preliminary work in my program accomplished to date 
has been my meeting, mainly through your offices, with various Govern- 
ment officials and others who should prove helpful, Among the contacts 
that have been made are: Deputy Minister of Finance, Chief of the 
Bureau of Mines and Companies, President of the Commercial Bank, and 
officials of the Monetary Agency, I have also met Mr, Samir Shamma 
of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. While he is not officially a 
liaigon man between SAG and me, it appears that he is one of the few 

lawyers (in the Occidental sense) in Jidda, and that he can be of great 


salons 


An examination has been made of existing legislation having to do 
with business organisations and their regulation, The legislation is 
scant, consisting of a registration ordinance, a trade marks ordinance, 
a residence ordinance, and a Commercial Court ordinance. Translations 
of the first two have been made by Mr. Shamma, who has furnished me with 
copies, I am still seeking translations of the other two laws, At this 
point, it might be stated that copies of government laws, regulations, 
and reports are very scarce even in Arabic, There is an obvious need 
for a Government Printing Office or some euch medium of dissemination 
of official docunents. This is a concern, it seems, of the entire Public 
Administration Division which we might take up in the near future. 


Attention has been given to what might be termed "collateral 
projects" regarding improvement of the investment climate of the country, 


We have received literature concerning the Contact House Ser-

11, Proposed Program 


Before proceeding with the actual drafting of legislation, certain 
further preliminary work must be done, It is obviously necessary that 
English translations of the Residence and Comercial Court Ordinances 
referred to above be obtained, It is my understanding that they can be 
obtained through Mr. Garry Owen of Aramco, from the company library here 
in Jidda, While fully cognizant of the care that mst be exercised in 
our relations with representatives of private industry, it seens clear 
to me that the benefits that can be draw from the cooperation of certain 
business concerns with long experience here cannot be overlooked. 


A prerequisite to the actual drafting of legislation is the meeting 
and consultation with such SAG officials as will be able to expedite 
the official consideration of the measures to be proposed, My “counter- 
part" would be ineluded among such personnel, but it would appear most 
desirable that some person or comnittee (preferably the latter) be 
proposed as a point for lodging specific recommendations, Perhaps a 
committee could be set up by SAG, at our suggestion, to handle all such 
recommendations of the Public Administration Division, 


The laws that I am charged with drafting fall into two main cate- 
gories: 1) legislation regarding foreign business organizations, and 
2) legislation regarding domestic business organizations. 


Legislation regarding foreign business will, 1 believe, prove to be 
a shorter statute (I assume that it can be covered in one law) than the 
domestic business organization code, In my contemplation, it will con- 
tain fewer mechanica) details and will prove a somewhat easier drafting 
problem, However, 1 feel that it will entail more delicate policy 
determinations and will require more diplomacy and greater intensity of 
consideration at upper levels, Despite these difficulties, 1 am of the 
opinion that the shorter working time involved and the psychological 
advantage of getting one phase accomplished, dictate my attacking this 
problem first, Furthermore, the desired flow of diversified foreign 
investment cannot be accomplished without the enactment of a reasonable 
foreign investment law, whereas domestic companies ean and do operate 
under existing legislation, inadequate as it is, 1 see no reason, at 
this time, why I cannot begin drafting a law in July considering foreign 
companies, 


Following the presentation and acceptance of the foreign business 
law (possibly before its final acceptance), I shall begin to draft the 
low or laws relating to the organisation and operation of domestic 
companies, I am not yet cortain whether this will be o series of laws - 
one for corporations, one for joint stock companies, one for partnerships, 
etc, - or a single law in which the various types of business organisa- 
tions are covered in various chapters, In either event, the task will 
be substantially the same, As I now view it, the desired end is to 
legislate, as simply as possible, minimum fundamental requirements for 
company organisation and regulation, fven such basic requirements con- 
stitute a considerable list of detailed provisions, liowever, despite 
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wrangling over detail, not to mention the inertia that may normlly 
expected, I think that this legislation should be finished by the 
of our calendar year, 


Upon completion, acceptance, and enactment of the legislation, the 
problem of implementation muet be dealt with, The way for part of this 
can be paved through consultations, while the laws are being drafted, 
with appropriate government personnel, and presumably, the Minietry of 
Finance, After the decrees enacting the laws have been handed down, 
it is likely that further instruction will need to be given to appro- 
priate administration officials mainly through direct personal consul- 
tation, Possibly the desirability of holding some classes will be 
indicated, In addition to personnel fron the Ministry of Finance, it 
might be necessary to advice and instruct mombers of the Comercial 
Court. 


Throughout the period of drafting and urging the acceptance of 
legislation and its implementation, the "collateral projects’ referred 
to on page 1 will be furthered, My function in the furthering of this 
program is mainly one of bringing the services to the attention of SAG 
Saudi businesemen and urging their enlistment in the 
rever it seens desirable, In thie respect, it may be found feasible, 
both before and after participation by the Saudis has been undertaken,

be correlated with soil textures, season of year, and insect, disease, 
variety, and other variables which can be easily identified, Measure- 
monte should aleo be correlated with quality of water where this may 
be considered a problem,

It was surely nice to receive your letter dated Apri) 20: and | 
regret that I have not been able to answer it sooner, the delay having 
been due to the fact that I had to have a ruptured and gangrenous 
appendix cut out of me. Fortunately, 1 had 2 miraculous recovery and 
am now back on the job. 


I am glad to know that the student riots were not against Point 1V 
au was reported here, As you can well imagine, the effects can impress 
those who do not possess the true facts, It was also rumored here that 
Lebanon has been granted economic aid to the extent of $35,000,000 which 
compared with $3,350,000 economic aid granted to Saudi Arabia, did not 
create a very favorable feeling here, Naturally, as opportunities pre- 
sented thenselves, we combated erroneous talk but the fact remains that 
those not reached by us continued having the wrong impressions. As you 
probably know, one of the principle gripes of SAG is that they have 
given 211 kinds of aid and concessidns to the U.S, and in turn, the U.S, 
grants them only small considerations, 


As yet, we do not have our FY '54 Technical Assistance project 
agreenents signed nor do we have our SEA over-all agreenent signed, 
The Council of Ministers is still in session and now that the first 
section of the budget has been approved and signed by the King (Govern- 
ae Sveetene) Ue Cones is oes Se See ene 
development work under which both our TA and SEA projects will come, 
I reviewed our present situation yesterday with the ‘!inieter of Finance 
and he said that he would wire the King immediately asking that prompt 
decisions be made on both Point IV, TA, and SEA projects, fie said that 
he hoped that he would have a reply from the King within two or three 
days, so it is hoped that we will know very shortly where we stand on 
both ’ 


I also pointed out the fact that it was hardly likely that our Congress 
would appropriate money for Saudi Arabia's development of projects for 
the fiscal year 1955 if funds made available for such projects during 
the fiscal year 1954 were not used, I have decided not to send the 
letter to the King until I know his reply to the Finance Minister's wire 
of last night, In the meantine, we are all sitting around here waiting 
for something constructive to do. This is certainly a land of frustra- 
tion, although a very interesting one, 


I am glad to know that your TA and, I hope, SEA projects are coming 
along all right, Several months ago, I discussed with POA/W the 
possibility of SHA project agreements being considered as TA in the event 
SAG refuses to sign an over-all economic aid agreement, I also discussed 
this same matter with Norm Paul in Beirut. I am attaching a copy of 
USPOTO 275 dated February 27 from FOA/W giving me authorization to con- 
sider SEA project agreements as TA if the necessity arises, 1 an 
attaching a copy of USFOTO 275 for your information, 


With respect to your inquiry as to whether or not we are including 
the progran about making commodities available on a grant basis and 
setting up a special fund to cover local currency costs, both of these 
provisions have been eliminated for Saudi Arabia due to the fact that 
commodities on a grant basis are out of the question here, Also, there 
is no necessity for any special fund to be established for covering 
local currency costs since Saudi Arabia is a hard currency country. 
Furthermore, I did not wish to have contributions both by the U.S and 
by SAG determined on a currency basis, but instead wanted this to be 
left to our diseretion in the case of each project, FOA/W finally com 
promised and agreed with us, but insisted that we include in our agree- 
ment that the host governnent contributions would at least cover local 
currency costs, We have most of our proposed project apreements, both 
for TA and SEA, drawn up on a Cooperative Service basis and hope that 
the respective Ministers will go along with us, You might be interested 
to know that in our Cooperative Service type of agreement, neither the 
Minister nor the Country Director act as co-directors of the Service 
but instead, the Minister appoints 2 managing co-director and the Country 
Director appoints an advisory co-director; likewise, the Minister appoints 
an administrator and the Country Director appoints « technical advisor 
to the administrator, In thie way, we are relieved of all liabilities 
and yet have our “say’ in the operations of each Service, I might also 
mention that, 80 fa tame of the Ministries have raised any objections 
to all the’ claubes we included in our Cooperative Service agree- 
ments even though their contributions will probably average from three 
to four dollars to every dollar contributed by us. 


I recently received a very nice letter from Tracy and was quite 
shocked to learn that Governor Stassen has relieved him of his duties 
as Country Director to Jordan. He did not mention any reasons and con- 
sequently, I am at a loss to understand his termination since I was 
highly impressed at the Istanbul conference by his thorough grasp of

Point IV operations, both in general snd so far as Jordan is concerned, 
Do you know the reasons for Tracy's recall? Has a successor been 
appointed, and if so, who is he? 





I think your idea of a periodic get-together of yourself, Henry, 

. Tracy or his successor, the Admiral, and myself to discuss our respective 
problems and compare notes on operations is an excellent one. As you 
will note from the above, 1 am sitting here awaiting decisions from 
Riyadh and consequently, it would not be possible for me to leave here, 
but I am wondering if it would be possible for the others to come to 
Jidda, We have « guest apartment which will accomodate four and could 
take care of the others very well, This might be quite an appropriate 
time to discuss among ourselves relationships between SOs and host 
governments, After you have had an opportunity to check on a meeting 
here with the others concerned, I would appreciate your letting me know 
if such a meeting is convenient for them and when they would be here, 


T too, have heard that quite a bit of Saudi money is flowing into 
Lebanon and slso into Egypt, moet of which is being invested in real 
estate, nostly apartnent houses, moving picture houses, and office 
buildings, I understand that most of thie money is being invested by 
members of the Royal Family.

SUBJECT: Need for Reduction of Cable Traffic 


FOA CABLE TRAFFIC HAS INCREASED BY MORE THAN A THIRD. 


During October-December, 1953, an average of 4170 messages 
totalling 399,000 worus were sent and received each month. In March 
the volume had increased to 5945 messages and 540,000 words. Com- 
mercial cable charges paid by Foa/W increased from a monthly average 
of $6,900 during October-December, 1953, to $8,900 in March. 


Urgent cables are being delayed because current traffic of 


FOA, USIA, and State exceeds the capacity of the State Department's 
telegraphic staff. This is also true overseas, particularly at small 
posts which have only minimum telegraphic facilities as well as small 
staffs. Unless the volume is reduced, it will be necessary for FOA 
to finance the employment of additional State Department personnel to 
process the increased traffic load. 


While a maximum effort is desired, important FOQA business 
should not be disrupted or delayed in order to effect the reduction 
creneee communications which are essential and urgent should continue 
to be sent as cablegrams. The necessary reduction can be accomplished 
if we concentrate on eliminating the unintentional cable abuses. 
Drafting and clearance officers in FOA/W and the missions should re- 
view each communication and assure that good judgment is used in line 
with the following suggestions: 


1. Substitute an airgram whenever time will permit------some 
posts have excellent pouch service and we should take full 
advantage of this, particularly over weekends and holidays 
to and from most of the posts in Europe and Latin America. 


2, Send "Unclassified" whenever possible and thus reduce cable 
processing time and airgram transit time, 


3, Delete all unnecessary words-------if necessary, re-phrase 
using the fewest words possible. 


4. In the case of circular cables, mark “By Pouch" those ad- 
dresses which have good pouch service or which do not require 


urgent delivery. 


5. Lengthy communications on urgent problems should be summarized 
by cable and the full details sent by airgram, 


6. "Priority" cables should be strictly limited and used only 
when a special degree of urgency is involved.

7. Since the normal practice is to answer a cable with another 
cable, cables requesting lengthy reports or detailed 
statistical data should, whenever possible, indicate that 
an airgram reply will be satisfactory.

A number of conferences have been held with the GOVENCO engineers and 
we have planed together all the details of installation of the autoclaves, 
boilers, fans and storage tanks when they arrive from the United States, 
Notice has been received that the boilers will arrive in Jidda about April 
30,1954, but no word has been received on the rest of the USAOM equipment, 


At the request of the Ministry of Health WHO has purchased equipment 
for the hospibals at the station and approximtely 75 packing cases of this 
equipment have been delivered to the Quarantine Station, 5.4.0. has mde a 
total allocation of 2,850,000 riyals to the Quarantine Station for this 
equipment and to date approximately 2,300,000 have been spent by the Ministry 
of Health. 


5.A.G. has ordered the Jidda Water Company to constrmet a larger 
pipeline from the water main at the King's palace to the Quarantine Station, 
A four inch line was advised, but it 1s now rumored that a six inch line is 
to be installed, 


A salt water well has been drilled at the Station, to be used for 
flushing sewers and possibly for showers. It is not very brackish at the 
present time but will probably becowe more so as uore water is pumped. The 
well pumps at least 300 GPM, 


No arrangements have been completed to have the Quarantine Station 
supplied with electric power, 


Material ad Child Health, 


Numerous conferences have been held with Dr Siwwan at the Ministry of 
Health during the month in an effort to speed up the preparations for the 
opening of the Maternal and Child Health Center. ‘The rent was paid by USAOM 
for one year effective as of March 4, 1954. 


There seans to be little chance of having electric power or water at bhe 
Center at this time, The water company will comect their lines after they 
have installed larger main line pipes. The electric company does not have 
enough electricity at this time, nor do they have transformers as yet. Dr 
Shuman hae mde arrangements with the Ministry waber truck to deliver water 
to the Center and the Owner of the building has installed an electric pum 
and run a line across the street from his own generator ot operate it for 
the time being, The Ministry has supplied primos stoves and CAleman lanterns, 
While this is not ideal the Center could function with theses facilities 
for the time being. However since Dr Shuman has left the country to attand 
meetings in Geneva it has been impossible to reach anyone in the !inistry 
to move the progran slong.

Reconnaissance mapping of geology and geography continued 
during the month, Work was continued on gold-bearing quarts veins 
found northeast of Bisha, on old workings in the vicinity of 
Khurna, ond in the mounteine between and Wadi Aheaba within 
the Quinfida-Lith block. Of inmediate interest in this region wae 
the discovery of a possible roadway fron Lith to the Gsan basin 
near the fom of the Asir scarp, This region, which is sostly 
unexplored, is densely populated with numerous villages and large 
areas of cultivation, Wadis Hali, Naish, Gashar, Jabola, Ghat, and 
Yiba were found to be perennial streane for many kilometers along 
thelr upper courses, A lead-bearing vein system in marble snd en 
outerop of copper-bearing eulphides were found during the reconnaissance, 


The field work on the laterite beds in the Sirat of the Asir 
was completed during the month and a small iron deposit was 
examined on top of Jebel Suda, west of Abha, Samples of the laterite 
were crushed and split; fractions were sent to Washington for analysis, 
A map based on aerial photographs end ehowing the laterite beds was 
nearly complete at the end of the month.

Pursuant to the Agreement for a Technical Cooperation Program in

ICLE I M_AND OBJ 

(1) One of the essential requirements of a developing country is 
a competent corps of physicians and technicians in the medical field,

My dear Mr, Ambassador: 


The following information will give you a brief resume of the U.S, 
technical assistance activities in Saudi Arabia up to the present. 


According to information available here, technical assistance was 
first requested of the U.S, Government by the Saudi Arabian Government 
in 1949, when the Saudi Arabian Government requested assistance in 
developing and carrying out a water development program. Dr. Glen Brown 
was assigned to this job and work was started early in 1950, under Public 
Law 403, under a grant from the State Department. $55,000 was made avail- 
able to Dr. Brown and his assistant, Roy Jackson, to cover aerial photo- 
graphy in the Asir-Tihama area involving about 20,000 square miles. 
Field work was started in the Fall of 1950, but was interrupted frequently 
by urgent calls from the King and/or Minister of Finance to develop water 
supply for Riyadh and other centers of population. Two years later the 
field work in the Asir-Tihama area’ was finally completed and exploratory 
drilling was started by Bechtel, SAG contractors, $650,000 of equipment 
was purchased by the Saudi Arabian Government and the cost of drilling 
crews and expenses was borne by the Saudi Arabian Government, plus cost 
of furnished housing for Dr. Brown, Mr. Jackson and their families, 


On January 17, 1951, the U.S. Government and the Saudi Arabian 
Government executed an agreement whereby the former would provide tech- 
nical assistance to the latter for the purpose of developing the economic 
resources and productive capacities of Saudi Arabia, The first two 
requests made by the Saudi Arabian Government for assistance under that 
agreement were in the fields of water development and public finance, 
including currencies, tariffs and custons, Mr. Arthur Young was sent 
here in February 1952 from the United States to study the public finance 
situation and as a result of such study he proceeded to set up what is 
now known as the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency. This job was completed 
and Mr, Young returned to the United States in October 1952. Mr. Robert 
Kennedy was sent here from the United States in August 1951 to study and 
revise tariffs, His activities culminated in a new Tariff Law becoming 
effective on December 3, 1952,

In February 1952, Dr. Samuel Stratton was appointed the first 
Country Director of this Mission, remaining in that post until December 
of the same year, when his appointment expired. During his administra- 
tion program agreements in the respective fields of activity were exe- 
cuted, as well as the agreements covering the Riyadh-Jidda Railway Survey 
and the Community Development. Although negotiations were carried on 
in other fields of activity, there were only four project agreements 
executed during the FY-53 period under the above program agreements -- 
(1) Aerial Survey, involving a U.S, expenditure of $115,000; (2) Railway 
Survey, involving a U.S, expenditure of about $300,000; (3) Quarantine 
Station, involving a U.S, expenditure of $100,000 ($50,000 of which was 
to carry over into FY-54), and (4) the Community Development, involving 
a U.S, expenditure of $500,000. In addition to the above expenditures, 
there was the cost of U.S, Technicians on each project, The Saudi Arabian 
Government contributions for the above projects comprised -- (1) Quarters, 
subsistence and supplies for crews, a8 well as gasoline, oil and oxygen; 
(2) equivalent of $27,000 for gasoline, oil and other supplies, housing 
and subsistence in Jidda for project manager and technicians, aircraft 
and crews for aerial reconnaissance; (3) about $10,000 in modification 
of existing buildings, installation of electric generator and cost of 
installation of U.S. equipment, and (4) $500,000 in kind and cash. 


During the past year and a half 2) training grants have been issued, 
averaging about $4,000 each, the Saudi Arabian Government contributing 


about the same amount, 


Mr. John Dunaway arrived here in October 1951, to study and make 
recommendations on Customs administration. Many recommendations were 
made for improvement in procedure and administration of Customs but to 
date only a few have been made effective in spite of Mr. Dunaway's 
efforts, until October 1953, when he returned to the United States. 


During the FY-53 period, little was accomplished in the Education 
and Agriculture fields, due to the adverse attitude on the part of the 
Saudi Arabian Government towards outside assistance in educational work 
and lack of any sort of agricultural organization within the Saudi Arabian 


Government.

There was only one laborer working on the station at the time of our 
visit, It is the plan of the SAG to rent this land out to local people 
and allow them to farm it, 


The imir at Hiadashan seened very friendly and was anxious to get 
improved seeds ani fertilizers for his people, He has a very good fara 
on which dates, bananas, alfalfa, and assorted vegetables are being grown, 
He has good supply of water and the soil seems very fertile, 


The Dekhiel farn in Wadi Khulais was visited with the water spreading 
team, This farmer had side dressed some corn with 16-20-0 that was 
doing very well, He was also spreading organic matter over a portion of 
his land, Thie is the first time that I have observed this being done 
in Saudi Arabia, I believe that it should become a general practice and 
should be encouraged at every opportunity. The proposed demonstration 
farn was examined by e representative of SAG and the water spreading 
team. It was the consensus of opinion of the group that the site was 
satisfactory. 


A trip was made to Wadi Fatma with Counterpart Hojak to observe what 
had been done with the seed and fertiliser that had been distributed 

about four weeks ago. The alfalfa plots that had been top dressed with 
16-20-0 showed outstanding response, The plants were vigorous and very
